Wasnincton, November 24.—[Special.]— 
James G. Blaine cannot be said to be a candi- 
date for the presidential nomination in the 
sense of seeking the nomination, but he is 
willing to be roped in. 

He will write no Florence letter declining 
the nomination in advance, and if the party 
insists on his running he will not say nay, | 

That is about his attitude, as his close per- 
sonal friends from all part of the country, who 
have been here attending the meeting of the 
republican national committee, after consult- 
ing with him, understand it. The meeting 
here was distinctively a Blaine triumph. The 
euthusiasm for the plumed knight pervaded 
every nook and corner ol the Arlington hotel, 
where the national republican leaders were 
assembled. The cheering when his name was 
mentioned was unbounded, Mr, Blaine, who 
satin the red house half a block from the 
meeting, could have heard the cheering which 
greeted his name, while the president, in the 
white house two blocks away, could hardly 
have heard the applause for himself if he had 
been straining his ears at the door of the Ar- 
lington. 

A Visit to Blaine. 

T. J. Blethan, the chairman of the Minneap- 
olis delegation, announced after the conven- 
tion bad been located, that the selection meant 
Blaine's nomination. 

“The northwest wants Blaine,“ said he, 
“and will have nobody else.“ 

To Mr. Blaine, Mr. Blethan said today, when 
the Minneapolis delegation called on him: 

„Before the convention meets, Mr. Blaine, 
you will reeeive indubitable testimony as to 
the increase in the warmth of the feeling the 
people have for you.“ | 

The western men left for home vowing that 
they were going to whoopit up for Blaine. 
The general belief hereis that an organized 


effort will soon be inaugurated, backed by the 


national Committee, three-fourths of which is 
for Blaine, to force the party to follow where 
the white plume waves. 

Today the president narrowly avoided a most 
unpleasant rupture with the executive com- 
mittee, which will manage the next presiden- 
tial campaign. The committee expected an 
invitation to call at the white house, but as it 
was not forthcoming, Mr. Clarkson sent word 
to Mr. Harrison asking him to fix an hour at 
which the committee could call. Mr. Harrison 
replied that he would be pieased to receive the 
committee at 12 o’clock. Promptly at 12

THE NEW YORK LEGISLATURE 


Will Be Organized in Both Branches by the 
Democrats. 


New Lokk, November 24,—(Special.]—The 
democrats will organize both branches of the 
legislature-eleot, with a majority of 5 on joint 
ballot, not counting the vote of Senator Ed- 
wards, independent, who bas promised to vote 


with the democrats on a number of important 


questions. 

Senator Osborne, whom the’ republicans 
tried so hard to count out, has been seated,and 
today Judge Fursman, of Albany, granted a 
mandamus to compel a recount of the vote of 
Sullivan county, where Assemblyman Beakes, 
democrat, has been counted out. It was 
shown that the republican supervisors of 
Sullivan county went behind the 
returns. and counted throe illegal 
ballots for the republican candidate, The 
recount will seat Beakes. 

The state board of canvassers, it is under- 
stood, will certainly declare Sherwood, repub- 
lican, ineligible, and seat the democratic can- 
didate in Chernung county. This will make 
the senate stand 16 democrats, 15 republicans 
and 1 independent, Edwards, who will vote 
with the democrats. 

The seating of Assemblyman Beakes, of 
Sullivan county, on the recount, will make the 
assembly stand democrat, 66; republicans, 62. 

Assemblyman Murphey, demoerat of the 
third district, died today, but a special elec- 
tion will elect a democratic successor. 

The democrats of this city are jubilant over 
the certainty that the party will control both 
branches of the legislature for the first time 
since 1883, 


IT MEANS RECONCILIATION 


Between the Disaffected Sections of Brazil. 
Minister Mendonca Pleased. 

WASHINGTON, November 24.— Senor Men- 
donca, Brazilian minister, today received a 
cablegram, dated yesterday, from the Brazilian 
minister of foreign affairs confirming the press 
dispatch announcing the resignation of Presi- 
dent Fonseca, of Brazil, and the assumption 
of the office by Vice President Peixotto. Min- 
ister Mendonca has heretofore been of the 
opinion that the dissatisfaction with President 
Fonseca’s policy was only local in its char- 
acter, and was confined to the province cf Rio 
Grande Do Sul, but when the ag er dis- 
trict of Rio de Janeiro revolted, it showed, he 
says, that this dissatisfaction was becoming 
national. The only course, therefore, left to 
the president was to resign, and in doing this 
he acted very patriotically. 

The minister received the news with pleas- 
ure, for he thinks it means the conciliation of 
all dissatisfied parties and the complete restor- 
ation of harmony throughout the country. It 
was especially gratifying to him to know that 
— . — done had been accomplished with- 
out the shedding of blood. ‘Lhe revolution in 
Rio Grande Do Sul, the minister thinks, will 
abate as soon as the people hear of Fonseca’s 
resignation. The new president, Men- 
donca believes, will convene the congress dis- 
gol ved by the late president. 


ATTACKED THE ENGINEERS. 


Riotous Strikers in France Repulsed by the 
Military. 


Paris, November 24.—A dispatch from Lena, 
one of the centers of the coal miners’ strike in 
the department of Pasjde Calais, says a body of 
strikers attacked the engineers who were in 
charge of machinery in a factory at that place. 
The factory had been able to secure a supply 
of coal which rendered it independent of the 
mines in that vicinity, and this condition of 
affairs enraged the strikers, whose evident 
desire is to bring all industries of the place to 
a standstill. 

The military authorities had an idea that 
the strikers would make an attempt to compel 
the factory to shut down, and they, therefore, 
ordered the detail of a small body of troops to 
protect the property and employes. The 
Strikers were very determined in their on- 
slaught on the engineers, despite the presence 
of soldiers. Finally the troops took a hand in 
the matter and after a sharp fight drove the 
strikers away. Many of the leaders of the at- 
tack were placed under arrest. 


Yellow Fever at Santos. 

New York, November 24.—The steamer Bel- 
laura is discharging acargo of coffee at Martin’s 
stores, Brooklyn. She left Santos October 25th. 
Captain Moppett said:

THE EARTHQUAKE IN JAPAN, 


Whole Towns Destroyed and Thousands of 
Persons Perish, 


San Francisco, November 24,—These de- 
tails have been received of the Japan earth- 
quake of October 28th: The up and down 
trains on the Tokiado railway were just meet- 
ing at Gifu station, the center of the dis- 
turbance, when the tirst shock occurred. The 
shock was accompanied by a rumbling sound, 
and was vioiont. People on the trains 
thought a collision had occurred. On looking 
out of the windows, however, they beheld the 


station in ruins. . 

Some of the passengers made their way into 
Gifu and found immense heaps of ruins. 
Many houses had fallen, while others were so 
shattered that the succeeding tremors of the 
earth threw them to the ground. In almost 
every house some unfortunate was buried, and 
the chances of escape were diminished greatly 
by conflagrations in many places. 

The railway line was too much damaged to 
allow of the moving of trains, and passengers 
were accordingly compelled to make their way 
on foot to the neighboring towns. The roads 
were found to be almost impassable by fisgures 
and landslides. 

The Whole Town in Rains. 

The town of Kano was found to be wholly in 
ruins, not a house remaining standing. Kas- 
samatsue suffered a like fate, every dwelling 
being a mass of debris. Everywhere survivors 
were digging out the dead and wounded and 
fighting against the conflagrations on all sides. 

At Ichinomya and Kiyosu the people man- 
aged to save a few mats and were preparing to 
pass the night in the fields. Throughout the 
day and night the work of carrying the 
wounded to Nagoya proceeded, a continual 
stream of bearers passing along the railway, 
which was the only available route. The in- 
habitants of the ruined town say that the first 
sensation was that the houses were being 
raised and then suddenly lowered two or three 
feet. In fact there was a marked subsidence 
of the earth’s surface for a considerabie area 
about Gifu, which, the latter town, was the 
center of the disturbance. 

Fire Adds to the Horror. 

Very soon after the houses were thrown 
down, and while hundreds of people were 
buried in the debris, flames burst from the 
ruins of asilk factory and in a short time 
spread to such an extent that the citizens 
were compelled to discontinue their work of 
rescue. The conflagration burned out in one 
direction, but three other fires broke out and 
soon joined together sweeping from street to 
street, fanned by a strong wind. 

This was at 2 o’clock in the afternoon, and 
by 8 o’clock in the evening almost every part 
of the town of Gifu was wrapped 
in flames, and the inhabitants bad 
abandoned all hope of staying the con- 
flagration, saving what articles they 
could and fleeing to the woods and hills. The 
police, aided by the normal school students 
and prisoners in jail, fought the fire all night, 
but it was not subdued until the 
forenoon of the next day, when 
almost the whole town had been burned over. 

Potteries in the prefectures of Owari and 
Mino, great centers in lain manufacture 
in Japan, and those at Seto and other towns, 
were almost entirely destroyed, and it is re- 
ported that there is no prospect of resuming 
their industry this year. 

The shock was so severe that scarcely a 
sound house is left standing, with the excep- 
tion of the castle. 

The Gobo temple, belonging to the Shin 
sect of Buddhists, was crowded with wor- 
shipers when it fell, burying at least fifty 

ple. The ruins took fire, and the shriek- 
victims were consumed before the eyes of 
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the horrified onlookers. 
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day morning while forty 
assembled in one of the buildings of the Meth- 
edist school the structure began to totter, and 
the worshipers fled, Oue Christian and his 


wife were killed, and two Japanese were 
fatally injured. 


Missionaries Injured. 

Mr. and Mrs. VatiDyke, wissionaries, and 
one other white person were dangerously burt. 

Out of doors the eity was in an uproar. Wild 
shrieks and indescribable noises filled the air, 
while every few moments came terrible 
thunder from the angry earth. Many streets 
were blocked with fallen houses and others 
were choked with tleeing people. 

A thread factory and a large brick building 
caved in, killing hundreds of persons, but the 
old castle, despite its 400 years, stood firm. 

Heavy Loss of Life. s 

The loss of life in the three towns which go 
to make up the city of Nagoya is estimated at 
from seven hundred and fifty to one thousand. 

Up to the morning of Friday, October 13th, 
368 distinct shocks were reported as following 
that of Wednesday. Asthe wounded were 
brought into the city from the surrounding 
towns, reports continued to come of lives Jost, 
the damage done and stirring incidents. 

Reports were also received of fissures in the 


earth two feet wide and several teet deep; 


railway rails tristed, iron bridges ruined, river 
embankments sunk or crumbled and fields 
flooded. A lake, 600 ards long 
and sixty yards wide, was formed at the foot 
of the Hukusan mountain, in the Gifu pre- 
fecture, and great cracks were formed in the 
ground beside the hills in Gifu. Water 
sprang from the cracks in the ground and the 
water in the wells was changed in color to a 
rowan tint and was rendered unflt for drink- 
ng. 
The embankments of most of the rivets were 
destroyed, and in the city prefecture 350 miles 
of embankment must be rebuilt, 


FUTILE RAIN EXPERIMENTS. 


They Had a Regular Fourth-of-July Time 
of It, But No Rain. 

CatcuTtTa, November 24.—Experiments in 
the line of rain-making have been made at 
Bezwada, in the Madras presidency, where a 
scarcity of water is having a very serious effect 
on crops. The result, however, was not en- 
couraging. Two bags, each containing ten 
pounds of roburite, a hign explosive, were 9x- 
ploded on the hills at Bezwada at an altitude 
of 600 feet. The concussions caused by the ex- 
plosions were terrific, but nota drop of rain 
followed, and the experimenters gave up their 
task as an utter failure, 

Private experiments to produce rain have 
been made in the presidency before. A short 

time ago a quantity of dynamite was exploded 
on the hills about Madras with the result that 
smart showers were produced over an area 
four or five miles square, 


THE SON OF COLONEL E. W. COLE 


Makes a Third Attempt to End His Lif 
by Suicide. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., November 24.—[Spe- 
eial.— A sensation was created in the 4 — 
circles of Nashville society today, when it be- 
come noised about that young Henry Cole had 
again attempted suicide, and the fact that an 
ineffectual attempt had been made to suppress 
the story gave it added interest. 


Henry Cole is the twenty-year-old son of 


Colonel E. W. Cole, once president of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis railway, 
and now one of the wealthiest men in the 
south, Henry married about a year ago, and 
has a most charming little wife. He seems to 
be of an unhappy disposition, however, as 
about a month ago he took a dose of morphine 
with suicidal intent. Prompt medical assis- 
tance saved him, and, about a week ago, he 
again attempted to put an end to his existence. 
Then his family keptaclose wateh ou him, 


and notified every drug store in town 
not to let him have any poi- 
son. Last night when he did not 


go home to supper. messengers were started in 
every direction and his father went to the 
police station. After an hour’s search Cole 
was found in the exclusive quarvers of a 
woman named Cora Brant, on North High 
street, and taken home. Several physicians 
were cailed in and worked with him, finally 
succeeding in. counteracting the effects of an 
overdose of ten grains of morphine which he 
had suceeeded in getting somewhere. He is 
out of danger. 


A GAS MAN IN TROUBLE. 


Wallace Andrews Charged with Obtaining 
Steck Illegally. 

New Lokk, November 24.— Wallace C. 
Andrews, president of the New York Steam 
Company, and, until lately, president of the 
Standard Gaslight Company, is likely to be 
involved in a lawsuit with the latter company 
as to the validity of certain of its stock, 
amounting to about three million dollars, 
which, it is alleged, Mr. Andrews obtained il- 
legally from the company while he was its 
president. Andrews resigned the presidency 
of the Standard Gasiight Compaay two or 
three weeks ago, and J. A. Bostwick was 
elected in his stead. It is said 
had Andrews not resigned 
when he did he: would have been expelled by 
a vote of the directors, a resolution having 
been prepared for that purpose. 

Immediately after the resignation of An- 
drews and the election of Bostwick in his 
place, an injunction was issued on applica- 
tion of the company to restrain Andrews from 
selling or otherwise disposing of certain of the 
company’s stock then in his possession. It 
also charged that Andrews has subordinated 
the interests of the gaslight company to those 
of his steamh-eating company; that many of 
the poor investments of the latter have been 
charged to the former, and that the unproduct- 
ive properities of the steam-heating company 
have been unloaded on the gaslight company. 


A BLIZZARD IN TENNESSEE, 


Snow Storm on Chillhowee Mountains. 
Rough Experience of Immigrants. 

Knoxvittg, Tenn., November 24.—A 
rumor reached this city of a snow storm in 
the Chillhowee mountains south of here today. 
A wagon train of immigrants, westward 
bound, has been caughtin the blizzard. The 
train consisted of six wagons and thirty-three 
people. When the storm began all went into 
camp except a farmer named George Akers, 
who with his family went on up the moun- 
tain. It is supposed they lost their way and 
rolled into the river or ravine, and were 
frozen to death. 


HIS CHECK NOT HONORED, 


Although He Had a Large Deposit in 
Bank. 4 
Avucusta, Ga., November 24.—[ Special. 
J. M. Berry got a verdict for $5,000 damages 
against the National Park bank in the city 
court today. Mr. Berry sued the bank for 
refusing to honor his check for $2,258 issued to 
J. F. Frank, of Okawvilleé, III., when he had 
$8,000 deposited in that bank, which greatly 
injured his credit and caused him to suffer 
mortification in being compelled to make a 
satisfactory explanation to his creditors. The 
bank subsequently admitted the error on the 
part of the clerk in not having passed the de- 
posited money to Berry’s credit.

He Knew the Trick, 


TRIES TO LIFT ANNA AND FAILS, 


Charley Mitchell, the Pugilist, After Sev- 
eral Unauccessful Efforts, Retires from 
the Stage—Attracting Crowds, 


Loxpox, November 24.—[Special.}-—Oddly 
enough the sensation of the week comes from 
a music hall. It is furnished by Miss Annie 
Abbott, the Georgia Magnet, who is exhib- 
iting at the Alhambra, and every day the ex- 
citement increases over her performance, 
which is not only being discussed in the or- 
dinary critical way by the papers, but they 
go so far as to write leaders on her, while The 
Times has been publishing some correspond- 
ence on her powers. The evening papers, 
too, have fallen in line and devote columns to 
what must truthfully be declared to be one of 
the most remarkable exhibitions we have ever 
had here, 

The Alhambra itself is besieged for an hour 
before the doors are opened by an eager crowd 
which is anxious to secure places in those parts 
of the house which cannot be reserved before 
hand, and the result is that Leicester square, 
about 7 o’cleck, hold a surging, seething 
mob, good natured, it is true, as Londoner on 
pleasure bent invariably is, but eager to take 
advantage of every possible opportunity that 
may oocur to get into the house before every- 
body else. The reserved portions of the house 
are closely booked a week ahead of time, a 
thing hitherto unknown in London music 
halls, and during Miss Abbots’s performance 
the house becomes so crowded that its audience 
is only limited by the impossibility to admit 
more people without infringing the licensing 
act.

He took off his coat and 
waistcoat, and tugged and pulled with all his 
might, but even his tremendous strength 
availed him nothingin moving Miss Abbott, 
and he turned to the committee and said: “I 
can’t do it.“ 

Miss Abbott was engaged with several doc. 
tors and scientific men yesterday afternoon for 
them to test her in all ways that their skill 
and ingenuity eould devise, and she stood 
them all, although they extended over a 
period of several hours. She gets $800 a week, 
and is undoubtedly the biggest draw“ known 
here in years.

occurred between N. G. Gonzales, editor of 
The State, aud W. E. Gonzales, general agent, 
on the one side, and J. Walter Gray, of Green- 
ville, and Sampson Pope, of Newberry, clerks 
respectively of the house and senate, on the 
other. 


The Cause of the Trouble. 

The law requires that the clerks of the two 
legislative bodies shall award the advertise- 
ment of proposals for the state printing to the 
daily newspaper in Columbia having the 
largest circulation. Grayand Pope deputed 
the duty of determining the question of circu- 
lation to W. M. Rodgers, assistant clerk of the 


house, and an did Register compositor. 
Rodgers made his report, and last 
night theclerks awarded the advertising 


to The Register, and forwarded a communica- 
tion to the state, saying, according to 
Rodgers’s report The Register had the largest 
circulation. 


Today The State contained a severe 
editorial calling the award an “‘intfa- 
mous swindie’” and the report a 
“flagrant| and willful lie.“ The edito 


rial said that Rodgers, in making his report, 
has lied, deliberately and maliciously, with 
intent toinjure The State, which he hates, 
and benefit The Register, which he supports.” 

The editorial also said that Gray and Pope, 
in accepting and endorsing a report so made, 
have broken their oaths to perform their duties 
and have carried out a conspiracy to defraud 
The State of its reputation and to give The 
Register a reputation which it could not ob- 
erwise possess. 

The Meeting Last Night. 

Tonight the matter culminated when W. E. 
Gonzales met Gray in the crowded lobby of 
the Grand Central hotel. The occurrences 
that followed are conservatively given, accord- 
ing to the most dispassionate statements from 
witnesses obtainable. 

Gonzales said to Gray, I have been anxious 
to see you to tell you something I have been 
saying about you all day. You, or Pope, or 
Rodgers, or whoever is responsible for award- 
ing the advertising to The Register, and the 
statement that The Register has a greater cir- 
culation|than The State is a G— d—d liar and 
fraud. Any one who will assert that The 
Register has half the circulation of The Staze, 
tells a willful lie.“ 

Gray asked if Gonzales had received his 
communication. About this time N. G. Gon- 
zales came in the lobby, and, hearing his 
brother’s voice, started towardshim. Gray 
then said: 

“So there are two of you, are there? Have 
I a friend here?“ 

At this appeal a number of persons rushed 
up. and the cry was heard:

drawing his pistol, said:

Jin the meantime W. E. Gonzales had been 
facing Gray, who stood with a drawn pistol. 
Gonzales advanced one steep, called Gray a 
d—d coward, told him to throw away his 
pistol as he had none, and fightit out. The 
struggle between Pope and the other Gonzales 
got these two separated, and Gray remained in 
® corner of the lobby for fully five minutes, 
standing erect with drawn pistol and pale face. 
W. E. Gonzales continued to curse — and 
all of bis friends, telling them he could whip 
any three of them. By this time some of 
Gonzales’s friends had been attracted into the 
hotel, and the two brothers went upstairs.

Phillips, 


SHOCKING MURDER IN MACON COUNTY. 


A Quarrel Over Some Burning Fences 
Leads to a Most Frightiul 
Tragedy. 


OGLETHORPE, Ga., November 24.—[{Special.] 
One of the foulest murders occurring in this 
county took plate near here yesterday morn- 
ing. 13 

Mr. R. R. Pl illips, one of the most in- 
fluential plant rs of Macon county, was 
stabbed to the d jath by a disreputable charac- 
ter named Kille prew. 

Nothing has eter stirred up the citizens of 

d so much as the killing, and 


Mr. Phillips was burning off a piece of land 
to prepare a pecan grove and the fire got into 
the wood and burned a panel of line fence be- 
tween hiin and Mr. Edmund Killebrew. 

Some words passed between the men about 
the burning, when Cullen, the son, attacked 
Mr. Phillips and stabbed him three times 
with a dirk. Phillips lived only about thirty 
minutes after being cut. 

Murder in the First Degree. 

The coroner’s jury returned a verdict of mur- 
der in the first degree. At the inquest two 
witnesses testified. They were colored men 
living on Phillips’s place. 

Mose Davis was first sworn. Ke said that 
Phillips and old man Killebrew had some 
words about the fire, when Phillips told Kille- 
brew that he should not lose acent by it. That 
he would replace the fence Monday morning, 
and the witness was told to commence repair- 
ing it. Killebrew told Phillips that he had 
been talking too big about it, when Phillips 
turned and replied that he would say what he 
pleased on his own land. Cullen, the sullen 
son, who had been sitting behind Phillips, 
jamped up when he said this, and walked 
toward Phillips with his handsin his pockets, 
remarking, No, by G—, you won't say what 
you please here this morning.“ 

Phillips turned and asked if he was taking 
it up. Cullen replied, es, by 
6—.“ and struck Phillips in the 
face. Phillips pushed him away, but Kille- 
brew ran in again and caught him around the 
waist under the arms and cut him until his 
father pulled him away. The other witness 
was anegro named Charley Lockhart, who 
lived, until ashort time ago, with Killebrew. 
He swore substantially the same thing that 
the first witness did. He said that Phillips 
did not appear to be mad, and nobody ex; 
pected a difficulty, When Cullen Killebrew 
ran towards him, nobody thought he meant to 
kill Phillips. Phillips was unarmed, and 
did not attempt to defend himself farther than 
to push Killebrew off when he struck him in 
the face. 

A Thirteen-Inch Blade. 

One of the witnesses saw the knife, and he 
swore that it was twelve or thirteen inches 
long. He testified that he saw the six-inch 
blade bury itself in Phillips’s back at every 
thrust. At the examination of the body, 
three wounds were found, any one of which 
would have produced death. All of them 
went to the hollow. Two were stabs and the 
other was a long gash across the back between 
the shoulder blades. Phillips walked to the 
house, a distance of 100 yards, and bled at the 
mouth before he got there. He went in his 
room and pulled off his coat and laid down. 
He told his wife to sit down by him and hold 
his hand until he died. Phillips was of robust 
frame, and weighed over two hundred pounds. 
He was well known in north Georgia, where 
he was raised. He was at one time mayor of 
Butler, and was talked of as a successor to 
Henry R. Harris in the fourth congressional 
district. He has not lived in Macon county 
more than five years, but no citizen in the 
county had more friends. He married the 
eldest daughter of J. R. Respess, of Butler, 
whom he leaves here with six little children. 
He will be buried in Butler today. 

Killebrew’s Character. 

Killebrew bears a bad reputation. 
is regarded as a coward, and he 
no friends. 8 is said to 
be guilty of cheating his laborers, and on one 
occasion, some years ago, he cut a man in a 
most cowardly manner. He is a married man, 
and has four or five in family. Sheriff Gil- 
more and several detectives have been shadow- 
ing the Killebrew house ever since the murder, 
and if the murderer is in the neighborhood he 
will be captured.

DEEP WATER fon SAVANNAH, 


Captain Purse Hints at What It Would 
Mean for the Port. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., November 3 
At the * of Captain D. G. „ at 
the board of trade this evening, Captaih Purse 
made a statement which exciteda great deal 
of comment, and bids fair to be the most 
talked-of event of the day. 

In the west,“ said the captam, “I learned 
from men of high position that big men out 
there had but ashort time ago secured an option 
on the grain elevators of the Central railroad at 
this port, and intended makiug shipments of 
grain to Europe through Savannah. Unfortu- 
nately, however, when they investigated they 
came to the conclusion that the water here 
was not — enough for the vessels they in- 
tended employing in the grain trade, and so 
they gave up the option and temporarily, at 
least, abandoned the idea. What I want to 
point out though, is this, that their 
attention was directed sufficiently to this 
port to get this option from the Central, and 
to show you the strong probability that, with 
deep water once obtained, the shipment of 
great quantities of grain through this port will 
be a reality.“ 

This was received with many evidences of 
satisfaction. It will serve to give even more 
impetus to the movement for twenty-eight feet 
of water in the river. The reception was a 
brilliant affair, and. was attended by most of 
the leading business men of the city. Captain 
Purse was received with much applause and 
reviewed the results of his western trip. The 
resolutions adopted by the commercial bodies 
out there will show to the congressmen and 
senators of those states that the people who 
foi m their constituencies desire them to assist 
the representatives of the people of Georgia in 
their work for deep water at Savannah. 


INFLUENCED BY EASTERN INTERESTS. 


The National Grange Opposes Savannah’s 
Deep Water Scheme. 

SPRINGFIELD, O., November 24.—{Special.]— 
The national grange has been in session here fo 
nearly a week, and with the idea of securing from 
this organization an endorsement of Savannah’s 
efforts to secure an appropriation from congress 
for deep water, I came here the first of the week 
and personally appealed to the {members and cir- 
culated the pamphlets containing Savannah’s ap- 
peal. I met witha hearty response from the 
western delegates, but was told that I would have 
to fight the east. Unfortunately for us, Georgia 
was not represented by asingle delegate. Colonel 
Hawkins, of Alabama, introduced the resolution of 
endorsement, and it was referred to the committee 
on resolutions, the chairman of which was an 
eastern man. The committee made no 
report on the resolution until the last 
day in the evening, when many 
ot che delegates had gone home and the attend- 
ance was small. The committee reported ad- 
versely upon the resolution, and although the 
western and the few southern delegates who were 
present made a gallant ght for it, it was lost by 
a small majority. The western delegates were out- 
raged by this movement of their eastern brethren 
and expressed themselves in no mild terms as to 
the means which had been used in defeating a 
measure which they thought to be to their inter- 
est. The contest, however, has lost us no strength, 
as it has made the western delegates angry, and 
they say they are going home and use all their in- 
fluence to secure the votes of their members of 
congress for the appropriation. 

iftind among the western men a restiveness 
under the fact that their markets and lines of 
transportation are under eastern contro], and a 
disposition among them to unite with the south in 
breaking up the monopolistic combinations.

for use in legitimate business. The 
security asked is almost equivalent to gold dol- 
lars, and that three for one. And this man was in 
a position to know what he was talking about, for 
he is business agent for some of the wealthiest 
men in this section. As evidencing something in 
the depreciation of manufacturing property in 
this section, I cite the fact that one of the largest 
manufacturing establishments in this state, whic 
cost abont a million of dollars, was sold within the 
past week at a receiver's sale for $200,000. 

Realizing that there is little profit in investments 
inthis section, several parties in this city have 
been investing in Georgia recently, and the pros- 
pect is that there will be more,

1 Bloody Midnight Tragedy in Jasper 
County. 


DEATH OF AN HONORED CITIZEN. 


Some of the Old Men of Jasper County 
Who Have Led Good and Suc- 
cessful Lives. 


Macnen, Ga., November 24.—[ Special. 
At a negro frolic at Aaron Preston’s, colored, 
last night, there was a cold-blooded murder 
committed by the killing of Wilson Walker 
by Joe Thomas. The circumstances, from the 
evidence produced at the inquest, are these: 

Walker was dancing with a woman, which 
incensed Thomas. Thomas sent his friend, 
Tom Marks, into the house to bring Walker 
out. Walker replied that he would go as 
soon as the set was over, which he did, 
Marks taking him by the arm, 
and walked out about twenty steps from the 
house, to where Joe Thomas stood waiting. 

The Shot Fired. 
On Walker and Marks coming up, arm in 
arm, Thomas fired his pistol at Walker, the 
ball striking near the heart. Walker turned 
and ran in the house and remarked he was 
shot, and turned to get on a bed and fell dead. 
Thomas was arrested, but made his escape. 
A Sudden Death. 

Uncle Burton Kelly, one of our oldest citi- 
zens, on yesterday, after preparing to goto Hope- 
well Baptist church, of which he had been an 
influential and prominent member for the last 
fifty years, walked to his barn to attend to 
some business. Staying longer than usual, 
some of the family went to the barn and 
found him in a dying condition. They carried 
him to the house. He partially recovered, 
but never spoke, and about 3 o’clock p. m. he 
died. Thus passed away one ofa trio of old 
and prominent Christian gentlemen. Uncle 
Burton was eighty-eight years oid. In the 
same neighborhood and belonging to the same 
church, are Uncle Sam Blackwell, eighty- 
nine, and Uncle W. W. Preston, ninety years 
old. 

Uncle Sam Blackwell is in good health, and 
loves a fox chase as well asever. Uncle 
Preston is now lying very ill—not expected 
to live. All these old gentlemen are of the 
old school, and have raised large and bonored 
families. These descendants are our most 
honored citizens. Uncle Blackwell and Pres- 
ton have often represented our county in the 
state legislature and other county offices, 
while Uncle Kelly never aspired to any office. 
He lived quietly at home on his plantation, 
and made a success of farming. It is told by 
one of his nearest neighbors that he 
(Kelly) had not seen the back end 
of his barn in fifty years and had fodder fifty 
years old. Hewas buried today at his home 
in the family burial ground. . 

The Cotton Crop. 

The cotton crops are panning out short— 
about three-fourths of acrop. That, with the 
extremely low price, is making farmers blue. 
Not one in fifty will pay out. They are buy- 
ing absolutely nothing, but are honestly turn- 
ing over the last pound of cotton to the 
merchants. They have one consolation, and 
that is good corn crops, and are killing some 
hogs. A great many will have enough 
meat to go on. Three times as much wheat 
is being sown as last year. What is become of 
the negro tenant and day laborer, cannot be 
surmised. Our merchants are extremely blue. 
While there area great many farmers who 
waived their tenants’ rent notes to get them 
started they are getting no rent. This system 
of farming is obliged to go under.

Georgia Republicans Talk of the Conven~ 
tlon Going to Minneapolis. 

The republican party is well nigh an un- 

known quantity in Georgia politics. 

Taken as a whole it has no more idea for 
whom it will vote for president, than the 
average politician has as to who will be nomi- 
nated at Minneapolis next June. 

A search for and a talk with the leaders 
demonstrated this fact very rn yesterday. 

The fact that the national republican exec- 
utive committee had decided in conclave, dur- 
ing the puffs of the ſragrant Havanas and the 
nips at the sparkling champagne, that the 
next republican nominating convention should 
go to Minnea lis, created general comment. 

Judge Will Haight, who bore the standard 
ot his party in the last congressional! race in 
this district, speaking of the action of the exe- 
cutive committee, said: 

„There is no political significance about it, 
so far as I know. The fact is, I am not up on 
such things just now. 1 suppose Minneapolis 
was selected for its central location, and as 
Chicago was chosen before.“ 

„Who will the republican party of Georgia 
support for president?” the judge was asked. 
„Well, really the republican party is so 
small in Georgia,” said he, that I have 
thought very little of it. The nomination lies 
between Harrison and Blaine with the odds in 
favor of Blaine. I can only answer for Georgia 
from what I hear from republicans individual- 
ly. I belong to no committee, and haveno way 
of knowing more than the ordinary citizen.“ 

General James R. Lewis, Atlanta's post- 
master, could see no political significance in 
the convention going to Minneapolis. 

“I don’t believe it means anything.“ said 
he. “I believe that the infinence back 
of it was, in the main, for 
the good of Minneapolis, and not for any 
political bearing the fact of the convention 
going to that city might have. I do not think 
that the fact of the convention going to Min- 
neapolis means any preference for any one 
candidate.“ 

C. C. Wimbish, the colored collector of cue- 
toms for the port of Atlanta, had not thought 
about the matter at all and hadn't the least 
idea who the Georgia republicans wanted for 
president.

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SOLOMON DID IT 


The $30,000 Paid for King Solomon 
Causes the Exposition Shortage. 


A CLEAR STATEMENT OF THE LOSS 


By Secretary Charles Arnold, in Which He 
Explains How the Grounds and Build- 
ings Have Been Improved. 


— ‘ 


The Piedmont Exposition Company lost, as 
as near as can be estimated now, about twenty- 
two hundred dollars. 

This is official, and all other figures given 
out to the contrary are unauthorized and are 


erroneous. 

The King Solomon show is the straw that 
broke the camel's back. 

This is also official. 

All sorts of stories have been printed on the 
exposition's losses and gains, but all figures 
that have been given out are unauthorized 
and unreliable. 

Mr. Charles Arnold, secretary of the expo- 
sition company, who has charge of all the 
books, talked freely about the exposition yes- 
terday. 

I cannot make a final statement,“ said he, 
‘‘until the returns from all the railroads are 
in. The railroads will make their reports in 
about a month, and then I can give the exact 
figures.. As far as I can make an estimate 
from the returns that are in I am satisfied that 
the exposition will run shortof about two 
thousand two hundred dollars. 

The statement that we have lost $27,000,” 
continued Mr. Arnold, 'on the expositions of 
1890 and of 1891 is entirely wrong. We did 
not lose money last year, as has been stated, 
but on the contrary we made $4,000, and if 
we have lost a couple of thousand dollars this 
year, itis because we have given a better 
show this year than heretofore and have 
spent $36,000 in attractions and music, where 
we have onlyspent $12,000 in former vears. 

There is a distinction to be made between 
the Piedmont Exposition Company and the 
Piedmont exposition. Money has to be spent 
every year toa large extent to increase the 
value of the grounds and keep the park in 
proper condition. It cannot be expected of 
the exposition itself to make money every year. 
The management spent last year $15,000 for im- 
provements for real estate, for new engines, 
for new machinery, for new attachment to 
machinery hall, and for bringing waterworks 
water to the grounds. 

„While this money has not been earned by 
the exposition company, an amount of $10,000 
has been carried over. It is absurd to con- 
sider this total loss to the company. We have 
spent in three years about twenty thousand dol- 
lars for improvements of the grounds and facili- 
ties, and the exposition property is now worth 
three times as much as the price paid for it. 
It can be truly said that including buildings 
and machinery the property owned by the ex- 
position company is worth $500,000. 

Wo have spent about five thousand dollars 
this year for the improvement of the prop- 
erty,and have increased the value of the 

roperty toat least six times its original value. 

he general management of the company has 
every reason to be proud ofthe results shown. 
Of course, money is needed to pay for all this 
permanent improvement, which we have as a 
floating debt carried from last year and added 
to this year. The expenses in the last three 
years have been managed in the most eco- 
nomical way, and if the expense for the big 
how hadn’t been so large the results 
would have been entifely different, 
and I think that an actual loss 
of $2,200 is nothing considering the great ben- 
efits received by the visitors to the exposition, 
who have spent more money than ever before 
atan exposition. 

“If the exposition is seeking to raise any 
money, it is for permanent improvements, and 
not to cover the loses. 

Mr. Arnold was asked about the figures 
given out by Mr. Sandy Cohen, showing that 
the exposition company had made money. 

No ngures,“ he replied, have ever been 
given out from headquarters, either by Presi- 
dent Wylie or myself, to show that profits had 
been made. Whoever made a statement 
to the effect that the exposition had made 
money was unauthorized to do so,or took a 
very sanguine view of facts which did not 
exist. On the contrary, we have always 
Stated that we would do well to come out with 
expenses paid, and would probably fall $2,000 
short. President Wylie has managed the 
affairsina most excellent way, and noone 
could have done better than he has done.“ 

To what do you attribute the loss?“ Mr. 
Arnold was asked. 

The enormous expense for the attractions,“ 
he replied. ‘‘If the last week had been as good 
as the first two weeks there wou!d have been 
no shortage. The receipts for the last week,

These children came from all over the state. 
Sixteen of them are under ten years of age. 
The baby of the household is but two years 
old. Eleven are girls and seven are ys. 
Two of the children came last week from 
Thomasville and five more will be received 
Monday from Augusta. They make an inter- 
esting family. 

This home has received these orphans on 
condition of absolute coutrol unti! they reach 
the age of eighteen. No one is received on 
any other condition, They are put at the pub- 
lic schools in order to give them as much edu- 
catian as possible, and in addition, are taught 
to be useful and apt about their home work. 

The little boys do the chores and heavter 
work which is within their power, and the 
girls, two of whom are over twelve years of 
age, help in the household work. Industry, 
Cleanliness, economy and kindness are taught 
them in every day lessons. 

When these wards reach the age of eighteen 
years, the boys will be taught useful trades 
and the girls will be given positions in good 
families, or allowed to pursue methods of earn- 
ing a support which may be in accord with 
their tastes and education. From their thrift 
and domestic accomplishments, the ladies 
think these girls will — no trouble in get- 
ting into nice homes when they are ready to 
leave. 

This home was started about three years 
are It began with a gift from Mr. Norcross 
of twenty acres of land within the city limits. 
It became a chartered institution in March. 
1889, and has its finances handled by a board 
of business men, while the executive commit- 
tee of twelve ladies conduct the home. 

Any one can become a member of the home 
association by paying $l each year, or a life 
member by the payment of $50. While tne 
homeis under the control of the Baptist 
church it isin no other way denominational. 
No questions are asked on receiving children. 
All people are invited to become associated 
with the work of caring for these poor waifs. 

The present quarters are cramped and in- 
sufficient for needs. The president is Mrs. H. 
H. Hatcher, and the chairman of the execu- 
tive committee is Mrs. H. A. Orme. Both of 
these Jadies are deeply interested in the work 
and ask for the contributions of Atlanta’s lib- 
eral people.

A New Test of Democracy. 

While the contest for the speakership is 
nothing more than a friendly rivalry among 
distinguished democrats, it cannot be denied 
that some of the reasons urged in behalf of 
Mr. Mills display an intolerance that is un- 
seemly, tosay the least. We do not here 
refer to the slanders invented by Mr. Mills’s 
personal champion who edits The St. Louis 
Republic. There is no evidence that these 
slanders are endorsed by any sensible demo- 

crat, while there is every reason to believe 
that they have not furthered the chances of 
Mr. Mills. 

Yet we observe that some of the Texan’s 
supporters have modified the tactics of The 
St. Louis Republic. They do not make any 
personal attack on Mr. Mills’s rivals, but 
they strive to show that no democrat is quite 
so good a democrat as Mr. Mills, no matter 
how earncst, how energetic or how patriotic 
he may be. We are told that no other dem- 
ocrat can compare with the Texan statesman 
in the matter of genuine democracy. He is 
the Light of the South and the Hope of 
North America. N 

Mr. Bynum, of Indiana, was a candidate 
for speaker, but as soon as he discovered the 
transcendent and resplendent nature of Mr. 
Mills's democracy, he humbly withdrew, and 
is now earnestly supporting the only demo- 
erat whose democracy amounts to anything 
at all. As for myself,“ says the humble 
Bynum in his confession, ‘‘I shall heartily 
support Mills. While many of the candi- 
dates are strong tariff reformers, none so 
strongly represents the position of the party 
on this question as Mr. Mills.’’ It follows, 
therefore, that there is no democrat in the 
house, or in the country at large, who can 
compare with Mr. Mills in the matter of 
democracy.

Now, if Mr. Mills is infallible as a demo- 
crat, and if his democracy is impeccable, it 
is important that other democrats should 
find out whether the manor the doctrine 
makes it so. This is more than important; 
it is absolutely necessary, for how are demo- 
crats to come up to the full measure and 
standard of Mr. Mills’s resplendent democ- 
racy unless they know whether it is the in- 
herent Greatness of the individual known as 
Mills, which places him so far above all other 
democrats, or whether there is something in 
imitable and unapproachable in the inter- 
pretation which he gives to democratic prin- 
ciples.

For Mr. Mills to be pre- eminent among other 
democratic candidates for speaker he must 
differ from them in some degree of democracy 
clearly visible to the eye and the under- 
standing. We think it willbe conceded 
that Mr. Mills does differ from all the other 
democratic candidates and from all other 
democrats who are governed by the tradi- 
tions and principles of the democratic party.

We know of no other; chere can be no 
other. Mr. Mills has the courage of his con- 
victions; he is a free trader and he makes 
no bones of proclaiming the fact. This is 
the issue that has been forced to the front by 
his friends; this is the issue that will be 
made by his election to the speaker’s place. 
Can the democratic party afford to go be- 
fore the country on the issue thus made? 
We have no argument to make on the issue. 
The only question is one of poliey. Can the 
democratic party at this time afford to go be- 
fore the country on the issue of free trade as 
Mr. Mills has made it? If it can, well and 
good, If it cannot it is the duty of dem- 
ocrats to place some other democrat in the 
speaker’s chair. 

Resplendent as is the democracy of Mr.

We send three- 
fourths of our cotton to England and allow 
her to compete with us in the markets of the 
world in the sale of cotton goods. We have 
given up the trade of Central and South 
America without a struggle. In great 
Britain over 5,000,000 people are employed 
by the cotton industry, and in the north it 
supports whole communities. 

Undoubtedly, our natural conditions favor 
the transfer of cotton manufacturing to the 
south. In the course of time it is bound to 
come, but we should do everything in our 
power to bringabout the change. Organized 
capital can work wonders, and it will-find in 
this line of investment a steadily growing 
profit. When the manufacture of cotton 
shifts its headquarters to the south this will 
be the richest region in the world.

EDITORIAL COMMENT, 


MANY PERSONS look upon Brazil as a small 
affair and think a revolution there could be easily 
encompassed. It is true that the population is 
comparatively small, being only about twelve 
millions all told, but in territory it is about equal 
to the whole of Europe, or about two hundred 
thousand square miles larger than the United 
States. Brazil has few railroads and poor tele- 
graph service, so that it sometimes takes months 
to communicate with remote states or provinces. 


In 1676 Jean Thiery, a Frenchman, died in 
Venice and left a fortune of 30,000,000 francs on 
deposit in the National Bank of Venice. In his 
will he left the money to the Champagne branch 
of his family, but there was trouble about proving 
exactly who was entitled to it under the will, and 
the money lay in the bank while the heirs pressed 
their claims. In 1797, by order of the French 
directory, the funds of the bank were 
seized by the French army. Since then the claim- 
ants have been trying to get it out of the French 
government. So much disturbance has been 
made about it lately that the case of one claimant 
was taken up by the government the other day, 
and judgmeut was rendered which expressed no 
opinion as to whether the claimant was a legal 
heir, but simply denied the liability of the gov- 
ernment, through an act of war, to pay the debts 
of the Venetian bank. 


THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW says: Almost the 
first thing which strikes a foreicner in talking to 
Englishmen, even of the best class, is the scarcely- 
veiled contempt with which they all speak of book 
learning. I was astonished once to find that a 
gentleman who had been mentioned with un- 
feigned respect as ‘‘a good man all' round’ was 
not of a high order of intelligence. A fine rider, 
sportsman, and cricketer, his accomplishments 
were mainly physical. English schoolboys, I am 
assured, think more of bodily strength and nim- 
bleness than of study, and their heroes are not 
scholars, or thinkers, or artists, but athletes. And 
this boyish and extravagant cult of the body is 
universalin England. Almost every Englishman 
one meets quotes with high approval the saying 
which is ascribed tothe duke of Wellington, 9 
„Waterloo was won on the playing fields of 
Eton.“ Yet, it is even now scarcely doubted that 
the Waterloos of the future, at least, will be won 
by the head, rather than by the arms and legs, 
usetul as these are. And what about the indus- 
trial battles of our times? Some of the gravest 
shortcomings of the English today canbe as 
cribed to the national contempt for science and 
learning andart. And as science in our time is 
coming more and more to rule industry, their 
contempt for it is already handicapping 
them in the race of life. A year 
or o ago Mr. Goschen delivered a 
speech in which he exemplified, in mauy ways 
the necessity of education in our industrial 
civilization. He drew attention to the fact that 
German clerks were ousting Englishmen from 
situations in the city simply because they were 
better educated. The German’s knowledge of 
two or three languages gave him the superiority. 
Mr. Goschen showed, too, that English trade 
with the continent and, indeed, with all foreign- 
ers, is suffering because English cOmmercial 
travelers are generally ignorant of the language 
of their customers. He dwelt upon the value of 
technical education and deplored the rarity of 
technical schools in Great Britain.

A Coroner’s Jury Wrestles with the Cause 
of Bob Ivey’s Death to No Avall. 

The coroner's jury wrestled yesterday with 
the cause of Bob Ivey’s death. 

When the negro was found on Monday night 
the general impression was that he had acci- 
dentally been run over. 

But indications began to point otherwise. 

Many thought that he had been murdered 
and placed in front of a moving train to pre- 
vent any suspicion of foul dealing. 

His body was bruised and his leg mashed, 
and in addition the upper portion of his head 
was entirely cutoff. A negro barber named 
Miller said that he had heard screams just be- 
fore the body was found. 

Coroner Davis summoned a jury yes- 
terday morning, and they met at 
the undertaking establishment of Wylie 
& Barclay. Several witnesses were exam 
ined, the testimony showing how the body was 
found ani the circumstances in connection 
with the discovery. 

The jury failed to find a verdict, and met 
again yesterday afternoon. There was nothing 
to prove the theory of murder, the prevailing 
impression among the jurors being that Ivey 
had been drinking, and came to his death from 
carelessness while in an intoxicated condi® 
tion. 

He either went tosleep ander the train or 
probably tried to crawl under it while it was 
moving. 

‘The verdict was that the negro’s death was 
brought about by his being run over bya 
Western and Atlantic train. 

Ivey was forty years of age, and leaves a 
wife and six children. He was for along 
while in the employ of Mr. John Neal, the 
furniture man on Broad street; and at the 
time of his death was a furniture packer and 
varnisher for Mr. L. M. Ives. 

He lived on§the corner of Gray and Johnson 
streets, and will be buried this morning.

The Murphey-Hurtel-Hastings Trial in 
_ the Recorder's Court Yesterday. 


THE SAME OLD STORY IS TOLD 


The Testimony the Same as the Published 
Statements—Hastings Fined Twenty- 
Five Dollars, and Hurtel Fifteen. 


Messrs. A. A. Murphey, Gordon Hurtel and 
Jack Hastings were arraigned before Recorder 


Calhoun yesterday afternoon. charged with 


disorderly conduct and quarreling. 

The cases were made against them because 
of that now famous street fight about two 
weeks ago. 

The trial consumed the whole afternoon 
and, with the exception of two or three minor 
cases, all other business was suspended until 
today. 

Mr. Burton Smith represented Messrs. Hast- 
ings and Hurtel, while Mr. Frank Arnold cared 
for Mr. Murphey. Mr. Smith questioned the 
court briefly as to the character of testimony 
that would be admissible in the city case. 

Judge Calhoun ruled that inasmuch as there 
were othemecases pending against Messrs. Hur- 
tel and Hastings in a higher court, he would 
simply admit testimony relating to disorder 
and public disorder created by the fight. 

Mr. Murphey’s witnesses were introduced 
first. Mr. Murphey’s testimony was about the 
same as the interview and card published in 
the newspapers the day after the 
difficulty. He said that Mr. Hastings 
struck him fully twenty blows with a police- 
man’s club. This—a considerable increase 
over the former figures—wade about the only 
difference in his testimony and published card. 
Mr. Murphey introduced six witnesses, all of 
whom corroborated his statement, with the 
exception of two, who got slightly mixed up. 

One witness swore that it was Mr. Hurtel 
who struck Mr. Murphey with the billy from 
the rear, instead of Mr. Hastings. 

Another swore that Mr. Alf Harper was a 
party to the whole affair, and engaged in the 
fight, jumping on Mr. Murphey after he was 
knocked down. : 

The rebuttal testimony was sufficiently clear 
and strong to cause Judge Calhoun to exclude 
all evidence, implicating Mr. Harper, in any 
way. 

Mr. Hastings and Mr. Hurtel were put on 
the stand and both made statements outlining 
the part they took in the difficulty and their 
reasons therefor. Their evidence was simply 
a reiteration of their public statements follow- 
ing the difficulty. 

Mr. Stewart Woodson was introduced, and 
swore that Mr. Hastings did not strike Mr. 
Murphey until after Captain E. M. Roberts had 
caught hold of and was holding Mr. Hurtel. 
This was a direct contradiction of the tes- 
timony of Mr. Murphey and his witnesses, all 
of whom swore that Mr. Hastings struck Mr. 
Murphey before anybody touched him. 

When the testimony was all in the attorneys 
each made speeches of about thirty minutes. 

Mr. Smith took the position that Mr. Hur- 
tel’s action in attacking Mr. Murphey was 
justifiable, in consequence of Mr. Murphey’s 
card denouncing Mr. Hurtel as a liar. 

Judge Calhoun ruled that Mr. Hurtel was 
justifiable in making the attack, and said had 
he made it in a room or private place instead 
of on a public thoroughfare he would not have 
fined him atall, but underthe circumstances 
he would fine him $15 and cost for disorderly 
conduct. 

Mr. Hastings was given $25 and cost. 

Mr. Murphey was discharged. The testi- 
mony was all taken down for future refer 
ence. 


THE FACULTY EXPLAINS, 


Professors of the Southern Medical 
College Write a Card. 

The faculty of the Southern Medical college 
has made an explanation of the connection of 
Dr. Julian Thomas with the college. 

The question has been freely discussed as to 
whether he withdrew from the faculty or 
whether his violation of its code of ethics was 
a virtual dismissal. 

The following card will set the matter at 
rest: 

Ebrrok CownstTirution—The faculty of the 
Southern Medical college deems it just and proper 
to submit for the information of the public, the 
following statement of facts touching the recent 
controversy between Dr. Nicolson and Dr. 
Thomas. The published explanation of Dr. Nicol- 
son in TRE DAILY CONSTITUTION of the 13th 
instant, regarding the connection of Dr. Thomas 
with the Southern Medical college, was correct. 
Dr. Thomas was not an elected, professor, and 
therefore not a member of the faculty of the col- 
lege; but by virtue of an appointment by the dean, 
Dr. Nicolson, held the position of a lecturer, 
upon certain subjects; and when the offensive 
advertisement appeared, Dr. Nicolson, in the dis- 
charge of his duty as dean, abrogated the appoint- 
ment, which a friendly regard Wr Dr. Thomas had 
prompted. In the opinion of the faculty, it is a 
question of no consequence whether Dr. Thomas 
acknowledged the propriety of withdrawing from 
the college before, or after the receipt of the

dean's notice to discontinue his services; and 


subsequently, when Dr. Thomas’s resignation was 
pres nted tothe faculty, no formal recognition 
was accorded it, as Dr. Thomas was regarded an 
appointee ot the dean merely, and his dismissal 
was considered merited, and was approved 
and the official action of the dean was com- 
mended. The faculty does not object to Dr. 
Thomas pursuing any line of conduct that may 
appear profitable or congenial to him, but we 
strenuously object to-holding professional rela- 
tionship with any person who follows a course ob- 
noxious to ourideas of common propriety, and 
whose practices are at variance withthe accepted 
standards of ordinary professional deportment.

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CAN IT BE MOVED! 


The Capitol Avenue People Want the 
Executive Mansion. 


AN ORGANIZED EFFORT STARTED 


How the Idea Originated and Grew—W hat 
Prominent Citizens Say—A Committee 
Confers with the Governor. 


An organized movement has been started by 
prominent and wealthy citizens of sbuth At- 
lanta, which may result in the removal of the 
executive mansion from Peachtree street to 
Capito] avenue. 

This beautiful residence avenue bids fair to 
become a formidable rival of north Atlanta’s 
pride in more respects than one. 

It is to be beautified and improved in a va- 
riety of ways. 

It is tobe paved with asphalt from one end 
to the other, and will then afford one of the 
most attractive drives in Atlanta. 

Wo ought to have the governor's residence 
over on this side of town,“ Comptroller General 
Wright said to a party of friends in a Wash- 
ington street car a few weeks ago. 

“You are right,“ remarked Dr. J. W. 
Rankin. 

„Why not?“ inquired Mr. O. E. Mitchell, 
with animation. 

“The capitol is here,“ said Mr. E. W. 
Marsh, and the executive mansion should by 
rights be here, too.“ 

This casual conversation was the germ 
which has already ripened into action. 

The property owners who live on Capitol 
avenue held a meeting a few weekg ago, and 
one of the members broached the question of 
moving the executive mansion. The mere 
suggestion drew out the latent enthusiasm of 
nearly every. one present, and many original 
ideas were then and there born. A sprightly 
interchange of views followed and a singular 
nnanimity of sentiment was disclosed. Every- 
body agreed that the proposition was an excel- 
lent one—that the idea was the inspiration of 
genius. 

Mr. J. C. P. Johnson, an ardent proponent 
of the project, wanted some organized action 
started. He moved that a committee be ap- 
pointed to look into the matter and to confer 
with Governor Northen about it. 

This committee, obedient to its instructions, 
made a formal visit to Governor Northen, and 
Mr. Johnson briefly and clearly stated the ob- 
ject of the call. 

The governor received the gentlemen cour- 


| teously, and gave them an attentive hearing. 


The idea of moving the executive mansion 
nearer the capitol was no new one; he had 
thought of it before, had discussed it, and had 
decided in hisown mind that it should be 
done. He gave the members of the committee 
assurances of his cordial commendation of 
their enterprise, and offered to serve them in 
any way he could. The committee felt that a 
preliminary victory had been gained, and ex- 
ultantly reported the result of the interview to 
the Capitol avenue citizens. 

One gentieman at once suggested a site for 
the mansion. He stated that a three-acre lot, 
situated beautifully onthe heights just be- 
yond Georgia avenue, could be bought for 
$10,000; that another tract of land containing 
four acres, just across the street from the 
other tract, could be had for about fourteen 
thousand dollars. 

„Either of these lots,“ said Dr. J. N. Craig, 
„will do. The governor’s house should be in 
the center of spacious grounds. There should | 


be lovely lawns, luxuriant shrubbery, artistic 


statuary and ornate fountains. And the man- 
sion should be on the same street as the cap- 
itol.“ 

It will require an act of the legislature to 
sell the executive mansion and land adjoining 
it. The committee will seek to push through 
the general assembly sucha measure. They 
expect to receive the co-operation of Governor 
Northen and the Fulton county members. 

The residence known as the executive man- 
sion isthe property of Georgia. It was sold to 
the state for $100,000 in gold bonds, which 
bonds were subsequently bought by Henry 
Clews for $85,000. The negotiations were 
conducted by Mr. John H. James in 1871, 
when Governor Bullock was in office. The 
property is situated at the corner of Peachtree 
and Cain streets, with a frontage of about one 
hundred and forty-five feeton Peachtree and 
about four hundred and twelve feeton Cain 
street. : 

‘‘W hat is this property worth?“ a judge was 
asked yesterday. 

„It put on the market now,“ was his reply, 
‘it would bring at least the $85,000 it cost, I 
think, but if the state holds on to it in a few 
years ’twill be worth double that amount.“ 

What do you think of the proposition to 
sell this property and build a new mansion for 
the governor on Capitol avenue?“ was asked. 

“All bosh! I don't own any property on 
Peachtree street, but I expect to, and 1’! tell 
youone thing, we have no notion of giving u 
the governor. The Capitol avenue people can't 
get the mansion. That little scheme won't 
Work.“ 


THE RYAN CASE.

The First Friday in December Will Be a 
Holiday in the Schools. 


State School Commissioner Bradwell Sends 
Out a Circular to the County School 
Com missioners. 


One week from Friday is Arbor Day,” in 

Georgia. 
This day has been made a holiday in the 
public schools of the state, by the laws of 
Georgia. Thedayis tobe observed, by the 
children as the superintendent and 
teachers think best in order to show the 
pupils the value and beauty of forestry by 
practical tree planting on school, church and 
other public lots, lawns, as well as on public 
highways. 

State School Commissioner Bradwell yester- 
day issued circulars to the county school com- 
missioners of the state, in which he cited the 
law governing Arbor Day, and giving a full 
programme to be observed by the children in 
the public schools all over the state. : 

The programme is in itself a most interesting 
one. The exercises of the day begin in the 
schoolroom by reading an appropriate passage 
from the scriptures, by the teacher. This is 
followed by an invocation, to be recited 
in concert, beginning: 


Like bright birds of springtime, 
Our praises we bring. 


The children will then sing, My Country 
’Tis of Thee,“ which will be followed by the 
reading of the law in reference to Arbor 
Day,“ and letters in reference to it. 

Recitations appropriate tothe day will be 
read by selected pupils. Then will follow 
reading, declamation, address and voting for 
the tree or flower which shall be the emblem 
of the school for the year. 

Then eomes the exercises at the tree, which 
consists of recitations by selected pupils and 
Forester’s drill. Each child will carry a 
branch, and will step forward expressing some 
sentiment or quotation regarding the tree rep- 
resented. 

The exercises will be closed by singing, 
**Woodman, Spare That Tree.“ 

The exercises, when properly carried out, 
are very interesting. Captain Bradwell hasa 
large number of copies of a book called 
Arbor Day Leaves, which he mails to each 
county school commissioner. 

The public schools of Atlanta have not yet 
made any arrangements for observing ‘‘Arbor 
Day, but should do so by all means.

Until the falling 
out between the Central and Colonel Haw- 
kins, the Sam's business went into Savannah 
over the Savannah and Western. Now it is 
turned over tothe East Tennessee at McRae, 
and a part of it goes to Brunswick, and a part 
is diverted at Jesup over the Savannah, 
Florida and Western to Savannah, Unfortu- 
nately for the Sam people, they antagonized 
the Savannah, Florida and Western by 
fighting for business in territory which 
they do not touch directly. 

The sixty-five miles’ gap can be built for 
$325,000 it is said, With the road completed, 
Savannah would have another line and a direct 
one to Montgomery. The Savannah News 
says: 

Some railroad people think if the Sam is 
completed to Savannah, it will mean a Louis- 
ville and Nashville line of steamers to New 
Vork. The Louisville and Nashville and the 
Sam people are on friendly terms at Mont 
gomery, and the big system is quite anxious to 
get a connection to get into Savannah to com- 
te with the Richmond and Danville. The 
ouisville and Nashville people, it is said on 
good authority, are determined to get to the 
coast, even if they have to build here them- 
selves.

BOMPLETE A TOUR OF INSPECTION. 


A Talk with the Chief—The Ball for the 
Benefit of the Benevolent Associa- 
tion on December 8th. 


Chief Joynerand the foreman of the va- 
rious companies completed their first general 
semi-annual tour of inspection yesterday. 

They visited every building in the business 

on of the city, examining garrets and 
cellars, and it was not necessary to make a 
gingle case. 

„We jound the places we went to,” said 
Cap Joyner yesterday, in splendid condition. 
The merchants seemed to appreciate our 
visits and gave us every encouragement, and 
it was gratifying to find an improvement 
everywhere. The buildings were free 
trom combustible material; we didn't 
fnd ashes in wooden boxes, and 
there was comparatively little rubbish scat- 
tered about. 

“These visits are very important,“ con- 
tinned the chief. Lou have no idea how 
many fires they save. We look after the ar- 


rangement of fiues, and try to have them 
fed properly. A big percentage of fires is 


due to these when they are deféctive, and on 


oar visits we make every effort to have this 


It’s tedious work and has 


guarded against.

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How long did it take you?“ was asked. 

“About four or five days,“ replied Mr. 
Joyner, ‘‘but in that time we had any number 
of staircases to climb and descend and it kept 
us very busy. That was agood thingin an- 
other respect—it made us familiar with the ar- 
rangements of the different buildings. I 
could break through a door anywhere in 
the business portion of the city and find my 
way in the darkness with ease. 

“The foremen and I had several cellars 
cleaned out when the proprietors for the first 
time realized how valuable the space was, and 
straightway stacked goods in it. One man 
told me that it would save him a neat sum 
that he had been paying out for additional 
rental.“ 

Did you have any cases to make?“ 

Not a single one. There was no cause for 
any, and in instances where everything was 
not as well looked after as it should have 
been, a word to the merchant was enough and 
he'd immediately attend to it I was sur- 
prised at the few oceasions for doing even 
that. 

“This inspection,“ the chief continued, 
was a general one. Of course, throughout 
the year I make occasional visits. Attention 
is frequently called to places that should be 
looked after, and I go there. Sometimes it’s 
the fault of the negro janitor or the office boy. 
Then a little threat about what would be done 
if the offense is repeated scares them up and 
they attend to their business better. I seldom 
have to visit such places a second time.“ 

“Do other cities have this system?” was 
asked. 

“Yes, quite a number have patterned after 
Atlanta. I originated it several years ago, 
and since then the plan has been adopted by 
such far-away cities as Dallas, Tex., and Pat- 
trsop, N. J., and the large cities are fast 
realizing the advantages of these inspections 
at certain intervals. 

There isn’t any doubt that they have saved 
Atlanta a large amount of money and helped 
to give her such a wonderful fire record. I 
am certainly thankful,“ concluded the chief, 
“that the people see this and do whatever 
they can to assist me.“

The firemen started out yesterday to sell 
tickets for their ball on December 8th in the 
interests of their benevolent association.

Chief Joyner has prepared the following 
dommunication which will explain itself. 

To the Citizens of Atlanta —Some time since the 
firemen of the city met and organized the Fire- 
men’s Benevolent Association, and on the (4th 
day of November, 1887, a charter was obtained. 

The objects of the association are to care for its 
Sick and disabled members by paying a weekly 
zum in case of sickness or disability, and also a 
funeral benefit in case of the death of a member, 
his wife or children. Since our organization we 
have accomplished a great deal of good, and every 
fireman in the department is a member. ane 
the past year many of them have been sick, whic 
has caused a heavy drain on the treasury, and in 
consequenee the funds of the association are now 
very low. 

Atarecent meeting it was decidedto givea 
ball at Concordia hall on December 8th, and tick- 
ets are now offered for sale by the members of the 
department. We promise that it will be first- 
class in every particular, and that our best ef- 
fort will be put forth to make it an enjoyable oc- 
casion. The fact that the selling of tickets pro- 
miscuously might admit persons of objectionable 
character has not been overlooked, and to guard 

ainst such mishap, we have decided to place at 
the door a sufficient number of the best officers 
in the city, with instruction to refuse admission 
28 person who would prove the least objec- 
tionable. Every flreman in the department has 
tickets for sale. If you can’t atten 1 the ball, buy 
aticket and give it to those who can, for the 
money thus spent will aid a worthy cause, that of 
taking care of about seventy firemen and their 
families when sick or disabled.

Craigmiles Writes That Life is Miserable 
to Him. 


STILL WANTS HIS SWEETHEART. 


He Would Die for Her Any Minute, and Is 
Sorry That His Attempt at Suicide 
Failed—Says He Is Nearly Crazy. 


A. few weeks ago the police arrested a young 
man named Craigmiles on a charge of giving 
a bogus draft toa merchant from whom he 
had purchased clothing. 

Craigmiles told a CONSTITUTION reporter 
that he had a sweetheart in Atlanta and came 
here to see her. He said that he was editor of 
a paper in North Carolina, and claimed that 
he got in his trouble here through drink and 
morphine. 

In two or three days his mother came to At- 
lanta and he was released and returned 
home. 

In the letter published below, Craigmiles 
suys that stimulants and his trouble had 
driven him wild, and he does not remember 
what occurred during his visit to Atlanta. 
Notwithstanding his admission that those days 
are a blank to him, he positively denies that 
he made certain statements attributed to him 
at the time by Tue ConsTiruTION. 

In the letter which follows, Craigmiles in- 


timates that he will kill himself soon: 

Murpny, N. C., November 24.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: I hope you will allow me space in your paper 
to give my side of tha very unfortunate affair that 
befell me while in Atlanta last week. 

You know there are always two sides to every 
story, and I think mine will be about as interest. 
ing reading as the one your reporter gave; and I 
think lam justly entitled to be heard, especially 
when my reputation has been so badly injured 
and my motives impugned. 

I never told the reporter that I had come to At- 
lanta to “arrange tor a speedy marriage; 
or that I “was engaged” to the young 
lady in question, but, when he asked 
me those questions, I made no reply, and I 
suppose he inferred by my silence that I answered 
in the affirmative. Il may have done so, but the 
Lord knows I have no recollection of it now. 

Neither did I say that I ‘made out and tendered 
Mr. Friend the draft and requested the remainder 
in cash.” I said nothing of the sort, but said all 
the time that I didn’t remember anything about 
how they, the drafts, got into my possession. 

I did not “confess” that I had forged the draft. 
But told him, the reporter, I knew nothing about 
it, and today my visit to Atlanta, or the first few 
days of it, is as blank to me as if 1 had never been 
there. When I reached Atlanta I know that I had 
something over one hundred dollars, for certain, 
but when I was searched not a penny was found 
on me. To get money in this hasty and 
reckless manner never entered my mind. And I 
don’t believe now that I did do so. My own busi- 
ness affords me ample means to carry on my 
affairs, and ordinarily there would be no necessity 
for my recent escapade. But I was under the in- 
fluence of whisky and morphine, and there was 
no accounting for my wild actions while in your 
city. No power on earth could have induced me 
to doas they say I did, if 1 had been in my proper 
senses, and myself. 

When I started to Atlanta it was withthe inten- 
tion of paying a visit to, or on 3 near the woman 
I love better thanlife itself. Iloved herto des- 
peration, and the very thought that she would 
never be mine—I say the very thought, almost 
run me crazy, and I am about that way yet. 

After seeing her on that fatal Saturday evening, 
and finding that all imy fondest hopes wee 
blasted forever, I concluded at once to end my 
miserable, wretched, unhappy life. 

I came back, went to my room, got full of 
liquor and swallowed fifteen grains of morphine, 
which I thought would accomplish its mission 
very soon. But I was mistaken. Ihad not taken 
enough, but after that Ido not know how I on- 
ducted myself, or what I did till Monday. Then 
I realized that I was, or thought I was, in hell; for 
I can yet bear the unearthly yells of a drunken 
crowd of lunatics confined in the station, so- 
called. When a man is unfortunate enough to be 
locked up in that place, he can thank his 
stars if he comes out a sane_ person“ 
if the world was all mine to give, I would proudly 
lay it at the feet of the noblest, purest, sweetest, 
best girl inthe state of Georgia—the woman I 
fairly worship, and would die for her any moment. 
But as I can get neither one, I suppose I will have 
to accopt the inevitable. 

However, this cruel, cold world will not hold 
your humble servant very long, for without the 
one object of my heart’s desire life is absolute'y 
nothing to me. Icannot live without her and 1 
don't intend to try. 

The next time your readers hear of me it will 
be the anouncement of my death, I hope you will 
give this as conspicuous a place, in simple justice 
to myself, as you did the article about me last 
Monday.

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“ANOTHER CHANCE 


Given Dr. M. C. Martin to Establish His 


Innocence. 


JUDGE GOBER GIVES HIM A NEW TRIAL. 


The Applause of the Crowd in the Court- 
Room the Principal Reason Assigned. 
To be Tried by Judge Clark. 


— — — 


Dr. M. C. Martin gets a new trial. 

Yesterday Judge Gober transmitted his de- 
cision to Mr. Henry Tanner, clerk of the su- 
perior court. In the message accompanying 
it he states briefly his reasons for granting the 
motion for a new trial. : 

The principal ground is the demonstration 
against the defegdant while the trial was in 
progress, the applause indulged in by the 
crowd at the close of Solicitor General Hill's 
argument. 

A week ago Judge Gober heard arguments 
for and against the motion for a new trial. 

Colonel Tom Glenn and Colonel W. H. 
Hulsey made elaborate arguments in favor of 
the motion, and Solicitor General Hill and 
Captain W. D. Ellis resisted it. 

The chief ground upon which Martin's at- 
torneys hoped fora new trial was the demon- 
stration against the defendant in the court- 
room during the trial of the case before Judge 
Gober last August. The court records handed 
in by the official stenographer show that as 
soon as Solicitor General Hill finished his 
arguinent against the accused, the crowd 
indulged in vigorous applause. The judge 
checked it as soon as he could and administered 
a severe rebuke to those who were guilty of 
the unseemly demonstration. He threatened 
to send to jailany person who repeated the 
offense. 


When the jury brought in a verdict against | 


the defendant shorily after midnight, the 
crowd in the courtroom again applauded. 

In passing sentence upon Dr. Martin, Judge 
Gober was much more lenient than was ex- 
pected by the prosecutors. 

The disorderly behavior of the crowd had 
some influence upon the judge's decision. 
Subsequently he admitted that in consequence 
of this disorder he made the sentence much 
lighter than otherwise he would have done. 

This gave Martin’s attorneys hope, and 
they expressed the opinion that a new trial 
must inevitably be granted. The motion was 
made the same night the verdict was ren- 
dered, but Judge Gober could not remain in 
Atlanta to hear it argued. The judge con- 
sented to let the defendant out on bail, which 
was quickly given. Since then he bas been a 
free man. 

Colonel Hulsey made a powerful plea for the 
defendant’s motion for a new trial. His argu- 
ment was fortified by a decision of the supreme 
court >f Georgia in the famous Woolfolk case 
which fits this case to anicety. In that decision 
the supreme court says that the applause in 
the courtrvom before the jury had retired may 
have influenced some of the jurors against the 
defendant. Colonel Hulsey and Colonel Glenn 
both used this decision with powerful effect, 
and, when Judge Gober took the papers and 
said he would render a decision at an early day, 
the impression among the lawyers on both 
sides was that he would give Dr. Martin an- 
other trial. 

Solicitor General Hill procured affidavits 
from all the jurors wlio tried the case, stating 
that the applause of the crowd in the court- 
room did notin any way influence their ver- 
dict; that they would have convicted the de- 
fendant anyhow. 

The theory of law is, however, that this ap- 
plause might have infiuenced the jurors, even. 
though they were not sensible that it exerted 
any influence upon them. 

The case is now docketed in Judge Richard 

Clark’s court, and will be tried the third week 
in December. 
The counsel forthe defendant say they will 
introduce new and strong evidence in favor of 
their client, and they confidently expect an 
acquittal on the next trial. 

Dr. Martin was neither surprised nor elated 
when informed of Judge Gober's decision. 
He simply said: It is just what I expected.“

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, November 4.—There was a continua- 
tion of the lack of telegraphic communication with 
the outside world today, especially with the west, and 
the stock market showed the effect of this in dimin- 
ished dealings and practical stagnation. Had it not 
been for the Coal shares, the trading would have 
been utterly devoid ofinterest. The tone of the mar- 
ket, however, was generally firm within narrow lim- 
its, and, while first prices were generally lower than 
those of last evening, the final figures are generally 
higher.

CHICAGO, November %.--Poor wire service, very 
little communication with the outside world, lower 
markets abroad, and nearly 2,000, 000 increase on pass- 
age and about the same in English stocks, were the 
causes of a declining market throughout the day. Re- 
ports of the bad condition of the fall-sown wheat in 
Kansas and other wheat sections had very little effect. 
Ciearances were over a half million, wheat and wheat 
flour, but not enough to »revent the stocks from in- 
creasing and adding to the already heavy load of 
holders. Unless the clearances and exports should be 
very large, May wheat is likely to sell at 950 in the 
near future. 

November corn is so much out of line with the 
legitimate trade that the difference of opinion between 
the shorts and the present holdera has unsettled the 
market for that cereal. December corn around 48% is 
a high Ogurein view of the large crop, and, should 
the weather be favorable, holders may have all they 
can attend to to take care of the receipts, 

The demand for oats was not so good today. The 
advance seems to have checked shipments, and the 
market acts as though it were high enough for tine 
present. 

The hog product is steadicr. The demand for meats, 
hams and general product for immediate shipment 
was good, much better than it has been for the past 
few days. The average weight of the hogs arriving 

seems to be much lighterthan one year ago. Parties 
having a foreign market for bacon are buying the 
light hogs very cheap, and are presumably making 
fine profits.

1. Representations by a party applying for 
credit that he was perfectly solvent and responsi- 
ble for his debts, and was good for his obligations, 
are representations of his responsibility and 
wealth, and if false, are within section 4587 of the 
code, which declares that: If any person by 
false representation of his own respectability, 
wealth or mercantile correspondence and connec- 
tions, shall obtain acredit and thereby defraud 
any person or persons of any money, goods, 
chattels, or any other valuable thing, such 
person so offending shall be deemed a cheat 
and swindler.”’ 

2. Where the trial is had at the same time on 
two counts in an accusation, a verdict of guilty on 
one count alone is an acquitt Jon the other, but 
such acquittal does not vitiate the conviction 
although both counts may relate to the same 
transaction.

10. Objection to evidence generally, with no 
statement of the grounds on which the objection 
was based atthe time it was made, will not be 
considered. 

11. Proof of good character will not binder con- 
viction it the guilt of the defendant is plainly 

roved to the satisfaction of the jury, and s0 to 
instruct the jury is not “gratuitous, unnecessary, 
argumentative and hurtful to the defendant.” 

12. The verdict was warranted by the evidence.

BETWEEN THE CARS 


Joseph Goodman Falls and Receives 
Fatal Injuries. 


HE DIED LAST NIGHT AT 7 O'CLOCK. 


He Fell Between the Moving Cars ofa 
Freight Train at Howell’s Monday 
Night— His Death. 


Joseph Good man, a seetion master on the 
Western and Atlantic road, who resided at 42 
Bush street, this city, fell between the cars of 
a moving train on the Western and Atlantic 
road Monday night and was fatally injured, 
one of his legs being mashed off. 

He died of his injuries last night at7 o’clock 

The accident occurred at Howell’s station, a 
few miles out, and the wounded man was 
brought to the city and his wounds attended 
by Dr. Westmoreland. 

He was badly bruised internally, and suffered 
all day yesterday from internal hemorrhages. 

Dr. Westmoreland amputated the injured 
leg yesterday, and did everything in his power 
to relieve the sufferings of the wounded man. 

All day Mr. Goodman suffered great pain, 
and was almost constantly spitting blood. 

Last night at 7 o’clock, as bas been stated, 
he died, in spite of ail the efforts of the physi- 
cians to save him. 

Mrs. Goodman, his wife, was out of the city. 
She was sent for immediately after the acci- 
dent, but did not reach Atlanta until after the 
death of her husband. She was overcome with 
grief at finding him dead upon her arrival. 

Mr. Goodman was about thirty-five years of 
age, and Monday night boarded No. 15, a 
freight train, to go up the road a few miles. 
He was riding on top of a freight train, and 
when at Howell’s station,three miles from At- 
lanta, fell between the moving cars, with the 
disastrous results above stated. Mr. Goodman 
is known to all the railroad men in the city, 
and has been connected with the different 
roods for several years. His father, Mr. 
James Goodman, is well known in the city.
